2. (Amended) 

For a user having a toe and standing on a skate, a skate braking mechanism comprising: 
a brake; and 

a lifter connected to the brake and pressable upward by the toe of the user to actuate the 

brake; 

whereby the brake connected to the lifter is actuated according to a natural motion of the 
user to maintain balance. 

3. (Amended) The skate braking mechanism according to claim 2, wherein the lifter is pivoted to 
be moved upward by the toe. 
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
